Having thus ob- 
the fps: Iigucd and brought to his devotionall thoſe about him, yea, & the greater num- 
bcr of Senatours, by crediting out his money untoth em, either g7a7z5, or vpon 
aſlight coſideration:thole allo of other ſorts & degrees ,cither invited kindly by 
himſclfe, or reſorting unto him of their owne accord, hee gratified with a moſt 
magnificent and bounteous (4) congiarie . The freed men beſides, yea, andthe 
Servants and Pages belonging to every one, according as any of them werein 
favour wich their * Lord and Maiſter, taſted of his liberality . Moreover, there 
was not a man ſued in Corrtjudicially and in danger of the Law ; there, was not 
any deepely engaged and endebted unto their Credicours ; there were no prodi. 
gall young ſpend-thrifts, but he was their onely ſupporter, and moſt readie at all 
aſſaicsto helpe them : unleſle they were thoſe that either had cummitted ſuch 
grievous crimes, or were ſo low brought,or had been ſo exceſſwe in riot.as that 
they couldnot poſſibly be relieved by him . For ſuch as theſe, hee would ſay in. 
plaine termes and openly, there was no other remedie but cruill warre. 
'28 N o lefſe carefull and ſtudious was heto al.ure unto himthe hearts of Kings, 
yea, and whole Provinces throughoutthe wor'd: unto ſome,offering in fice gift 
the deliveric of Captives and prifoners by thouſands at a time: unto others ,ſen- 
ding aide ſecretly and under-hand without authoritic or commiſſion of Senate 
and people, whether and as often as they would : and more than this, adorning 
with goodly building and excellent peeces of work the mightieſt Ciries of /talre, 
Gaule, Spaine,yea,and of Aſia and Greece, This he did ſo long, untill all men now 
were aſtonied thereat : and when they caſt with themſelves wheretothis mighe 
AYV.C 703, tend, atlaſtM.Cravpivs Maxcziivs the Conſul aftera preface andpre- 
amble made rohis Edit, namely, That he would ſpeake as touching the maine 
pointof the Common: weale, propoſed unto the Senate, That for as muchas 
the ware was now ended,and peace abroad eſtabliſhed,there mightbe one ſent 
to ſucccede him, before his time was fully expired; alſo, That the viorious 
Armie ought of right to bee diſmiſſed and have their diſcharge from warfare : 
Item, that in the High Court and aflembly for the Confulseleftion his name 
'., . ſhou!dnotbeepropounded, conſidering Pom z1vs afterward had anuiled * 
# Epbſei. that At ofthe people(by vertue whereot it was graunted that he might be cho 
ſen Confulin his abſence.) Now it had fallen out ſo, that hee making a Law as 
touching the right of Magiſtrates, in that Chapter and branch thercot, wherein 
he diſabled thoſe who were abſent for being capable of honours and dignities, 
foreattoexceptC = s ak: and ſoone after,when the ſaid Law was once engrol- 
ſed and engraven in braſſe,&ſo laidup in the Treaſurie, corrected hiserror and 
overſight . Neither was Marc i Livscontenttodeprive C &s ar of hisPro- 
vinces, and to put him by the priviledge ofa former Act paſſed in eſpeciall fa-- 
your ofhim, but he made a motion morevver, thatthoſe inhabitants, whom by 
the Law YatiniaC = $ ax had plantedin the Colonic of Novocomum,ſhouldleeſe 
the freedome which they had, as Citizens of Rome: For thatthis prerogative of 
theirs had been graunted by ambitious meanes, anc beyond that preſcript nums

his honor . Burſecirig al! things carried till againſt him more obſtinately than 
before,& the new Conſuls elerake the contrarie ſide & bent another way; he 
wrote uno theSenate,and by his letters humbly beſought them, nor tofhffer 
the benefit granted unto him by the people to be rakenfrom him : or if they 
did,yetto giuc order that other Generals likewiſc as well as hee, might leave 
their Armies: preluming confidently,as men thinke,vpon this, himſclte ſhould 
be able wheloeuer he pleaſed to aſſemble together his ſouldiers more eafily thE 
P ourn1usto levy new. But with his aduerfaries he wold haue treated by way 
of Capitulation in theſe termes,thar after he had difchargedandſent away 8. 
Legions,and giuen overthe prouince of Gaw/e beyond the Alpes,he tnightbe 
allowed 2.legi0s with the prouince on this {idethe Alpes:orifnor ſo,yer atleaſt 
wiſe one,together with i x x1cun,vntilfuchtime as he werecreated coſul. 

But perceiuing that the Senate camenot betweene nor interpoſedtheir au- 
thotitic to ſtop the courſe intended againſt him,& his aduerfarics denied flatly 
to admit all manner of capitulating & compoſition concerning the common- 
wealth,he paſſedinto the hither part of Gawle,8& having kept the Aſſizes there 
and executed his provinciall juriſd iion ſtayed at Ravenna, with fall reſolution 
to be reuenged by open warre,in caſe there had paſſed frothe Senat,any ſharp 
andcruelldecreegtouching the Tribunes of the Commons oppoſing theſelues 
in his behalfe,& quarrell : And verily this was the colour and ow as which 
he pretended of ciuill warre : yet men thinke there were ſome other cauſes & 
motiues thereto. Cn. Powys 1us was wontto giue out that for as much as 
C x s ax wasnotable of himſelfe and with his owne priuate wealth, cither to 
conſummare andfiniſh thoſe ſtately workes & #difices which he bad begun,or 
to ſatisfic the expeRation of the peoplewhich he hadraiſed & wrought of his 
comming, therefore heintendedrotrouble the ſtate and ſetall ona garboyle. 
Others ſay,that he feared leaſt he ſhould be compelledto giue an accoumpr of 
thoſethings which in his firſt Conſulſhip he had done againſtthe ſacred Au- 
Gre holawes, and prohibitions ofthe Tribunes (in thename of the people) 
conſidering thatM.

againe as toliching that rn but this: That he marvaileth why that 
former name of his ſhould be obieted unto himas a reproach. Afterwardes, 
heaſſumed the ſurname of C.C = s ar: and afterit of Avevsrvs::the one 
by the laſt will ofhis great Vncle, by the mother ſide,the other by the uertue of 
Mynarivs Prancvs hisſentence :For when ſome gave their opinion,that 
he oughtto be ſtiled RomvLvs, as it he alſohadbeene 4 Founder of the

No ſooner was he returned from 4polionia, but he purpoſed to ſet upon Bu v- 
Tus andCass1usatunwares:and (becauſe upon foreſtght ofdaunger they 10 
were fled ſecretly out of the way)to take the courle of law,andin their abſence AV,C.710: 
rq endite them of murder. As forthe Plaies and gamesfor C x as ax 8vitory 
becauſe theydurſtnot exbibitthem, whoſe lot andoffice it was ſoto do, him- 
ſelfe ſer themforth. Andtothe end that he might gothroughall other matters 
alſo more reſolutely;he profefied himſelfe tolabcur for the*Tribuneſhi pinthe 
rowrme of one who fortunedro die: albeit he was one of the Nobility,though «4. om: 
not ofthe Senate. Bur ſecing that M. Anr o x1usthe Conſul withſtood his at- mens. 
temps, whereas he hoped he would have beene his principall friend in that 
ſuit : and vouchſafed not unto him ſo much as the aſſiſtance of his owne pub- 
like authority,or helpe procured from others in any thing, withour he agreed 
and covenantedto yceld unto him ſome exceeding conſideration: he berooke 
himſelfe untothe protection of thoſe Nobles & chiete Senatours unto whom 
he percciucd that Axr o n1us wasodious : inthis regardeſpecially, that* he + ;*411oms, 
endevored all that he could by force of armes ro expell Dzcimus Bavrus 
beſiegedar Mutina,out of that province which by Cx as ax was grantedand by 
the Senate confirmed unto him. And thereupon by the aduiceand perſwaſion 
of ſome heſer certaine perſons priuily in hand to murder A x ton 11 which 
perilous praftiſe ofhis being dereRed. and fearing ſill the hke danger to him- 
ſelfe;he waged the 01d ſoldiers with as beautiful a largesas poſliblic he could, \ y.c,,x;

Apollohe reared in that part of the Palatine houſe , which being ſmitten with 
lightning was by thatGodrequired, asthe Soothſayers ont of their learning 
had pronounced : herezo was adioyned a gallerie, with ahbrarie of Latine and 
Grecke bookes. In which mple,he was wontin his old age both to ſitoften- 
times in counſaile withthe Senate, and alſo to over-ſee & review the Decuries 
ofthe Iudges. He conſecratedthe temple untoly e1r xn the Thunderer, upon 
occaſion that he eſcaped a daunger, whattime as in his Cantabriax expedition, 
as hc travailed by night, a flaſh of lightning glaunced upon his liter, & flrucke 
his ſeruant ſtone dead, that went with a light before. Some works alſo he made 
under other folkes names, to wit his nephew,his wite and fiſter ; as the Gallerie 
and ſtately Pallaceof *Lvc1v sandC atvs: likewiſe the Gallerie or Porches . _ 
of LiviaagdOcravia: the Theatre alloof Manceriius.

{cilofwarre. And whereas hee hadulcd alſo before , toſtand upon his owne 
bothom, and to reſt in his ſelfe-iudgementalone; then, contrary to his man- 
ner hee conferred with many as touching the menagement ofthe warre: yea, - 
andhe ſhewed more care and precileneſie in every point than his wont was 
afore-time. Being aboutto paſle over the Rhene, all his proviſion of viduals 
ſtrily reducedtoacertainerate and ſtint , hee would not ſend over the water 
before he had conſidered (ſtanding uponthe very banke of the river) the lode 
ofevery Waggon, thatno cariages might bee * diſcharged or unloaden, but * Pejonerenter, 
ſuch as were by him allowedand thoughtneceſſary, When hee was once on nm 
the other ſide of Rhene this courſe and order of life he held : Namely to fit up- tedand ewried |

As for battailes, albeirheedid 
 putas little as might be upon the hazard of Fortune and chaunce : yet entred 
C upon them with much morereſolution, ſo often as whiles hee watched or 
ſtudied by a candle, the light ſuddainly fell downe and went out, when no bo- 
dy forced it: truſting confidently (as hee ſaid) upon this ſigne,which both hee 
andall his Aunceſtors had tricd andfound to beinfallible during all their war- 
like conducts and regiments . But howſoever hee ſped well and had good ſuc- 
ceſle in this Province, he eſcaped very faire that hee had not beene killed by a

Thedeath of Au usTtus heedivulgednot abroad, before that young A-"*" 
GRIPPA Was flaine . This AGriPra Was killed by a militarie * Tribune,fſer * cotonch 
andappointed to guard him, ſo ſoone as hee had read the writ*, whereby hee *Cr warrant: 
was commaundedtodoerhedeede. This writ, whether AuG usrtuslettbe- 
hindhim when hee died, thereby to take away all matter that might miniſter 
tumylr after his death ; or whether L1v 1a inthename of Aucusrus endi- 
ecd it, and that with the privity of T1zsx1us, or without his knowledge, it 
reſteth doubtfull . Certaine itis, that when the ſaide Tribune brovght him 
word, that thething was diſpatched which he had commaunded, he macean. 
ſwere, That he gave no ſuch commanndement, and added morcover, TH at he ſhould 
anſwere it before the Senate + Declining no doubt the envie and hard conceit of 
men forthe preſent: for within a while after he buried the matter in ſilence.

The cauſe of this holding of & delay that he made,was the feare of imminent 
dangers on every fide, in ſo much as he would often ſay, Hee held a Woolfe by the 
cares, Fortherewas one of AG xIiryansflavesnamedCLienens, who had 
levied & gatheredtogether no ſmall power, for to revenge his Maiſters death : 
and L. Scx1B0Nx1us L1B0, anobleman, ſecretly complotred ſedition and 
rebellion: yea, anda two-fold mutinie of the Souldiours aroſe, in Zhricumand 
in Germanie. Both the armies called hardnvon him for performance of many * 
matters extraordinarily : but above all,.that they mighrhave equall pay with 
the (4) Pretorian ſouldiours. Andas for the (6) Germanician ſouldiours, they 
verily refuſed him for their Prince and Soveraigne, as not by them ordained : 
and with all their might and maineurged Gz xmanicus, who then was their 
Generallto rake upon him the government of the Stare,aibeit he withſtood & 
denied them ſtoutly, Fearing therefore the iſſue ar.d danger of this occurrent 
moſt ofalh, he required for himſelte to have that part oi the Common-weale in 
charge,which it ſhould pleaſe the Senateto lay upon him; ſeeing thatno man 
was ſufficient to weld the whole, unleſſe he had another or many aſliltants ra- 
ther ioyned with him. Hee feigned himfelte alſo to be ſickly , tothe endthar 
GzRxMANICUS might with the better will and more patience abide in expec- 
rance either of ſpeedy ſucceſſion after him,or atleaſt waies of fellowſhip in the 
Empire with him. VVell, after hee had appeaſed thoſe mutinies, C1emzns 
likewiſe by a fraudulent wile he over-raught;zand brought to his devotion. As 
forL 1s 0,becauſe he would not be thought at his entrancenewly into the Em- 
pire for to proceede rigorouſly, two yeeres after and not before he charged & 
reproved him before the Senate, contenting himſelfe all that meanc ſpace to 
bewareof himonely, andto ſtand upon his guard. For, as the ſaid L1zo was 
rogether with him among other Ponrifies ſacrificing, hee tooke order, thatin

He declaredalſo by an dif, that he would receive newycares gifts : andſo he 
ſtood the firſt* day of Tanuarie,in the porch or entrie of his houte Partarins, 4Oraxelendis 
readic to take what pecces ſoever of money came, whichthe multitude of all 4 the firſt day, 

+ ſorts and degrees, with full hands and * boſomes poured out before him, Fi- ,or1apsof 

nally , fo farre was he incenſed with the deſire of handling money, that often- their clothes 

times he would both walke bare-footedup & down, yea & wallow alſoa good 

while with his whole bodyup6 huge heapes of coyned gold peeces, ſpred here 

and there in a moſt large and open place. | | 

In militarie matters and warlike aftaires he neverdealt but once ;ang that 43 

was not vpon any intended purpoſe : but what time as he had made a progreſle 

to Mevaenta,forto ce the ſacred grove & river of Clitrymnug;being put in mind 

to ſupply &: make up the number ofthe Betaniaps whom he had about him for 

his guard, ir tooke him inthe head to make an expedition into Germanie. Nei- 

ther deferred hethis diſignement, but having levicd from al parts a power con- 

liſting of legions and auxiliarie forces; and taken muſters moſt rigorouſly in 

every quarter,as alſo raiſed & gathered together uiQuals & proviſion of al ſorts 

in that quantity, as never any other before him the like, he put himſelfe on his 

journey, Vherein he marched, one while.in ſuch hurrie and haſte, asthatthe 

Pretorian cohorts were forced (againſtthe manner andcuſtome ) to beſtowe 

their enſignes vpon the ſumpter beaſts backs 8 ſo to follow after:otherwhiles, 

aker fuch aſlow anddclicate manner, as that he would be carried in alitter vp- 

on eight mens ſhoulders, and exa@ of the common people inhabiting the 

acighbour citics adioyning, that the high waics might be ſwept & wateredfor 

the duſt, againſt his comming, 

After that he was arrived onceat the campe, tothe end that hemightſhew 44 

himſelfe a ſharpe andſevereCapraine. Thoſe Lieutenants who had broughe 

aid withche lateſt, out of divers and diſſituate parts,he diſcharged with Ignomt- 

nie and ſhame. Butin the review of hisarmic the moſtpartof the Centuri. 

ons who had alrcadic ſerued out their complete time, yea and ſomewho 

terme within uery few dayes would have beene fully expired, hedeprived of 

their places 2: towit, the leading of the formoſt bands, tinding faule forſooth 

with the olde age and feebleneſle of cvery one. As for the reſt, afterhee had 

given them a rebuke for their avarice, he abridged the fees and availes my for 
celr 
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their ſeruice performed; and brought that ſame downe to the valew of 6000, 
ſeſterces. And having atchieved no'greater exploit, than taken to his mercie, 
penn AvDw1nius theſonneof Cinoss111nus King of the*Britains, who be« 
”  ingby hisfatherbaniſhed, was fled over ſea with a ſmall power and traine a- 
bout him, heſent magnificentand glorious letters ro Rome”, as if the whole 
Ifle had beene yeelded into his hands : warning and willing the carriers cuer | 
and anon, to ride forward intheir wagon direRly into the marketplace and 
the Curia, and in no wiſe to deliver the ſayd meſlives but in the Temple of 

Maxs vnto theConſuls, andthatina frequentafſembly of the Senate. 
Soone after, whenthere failed matter of warre, he commanded a few Ger. 
_ Mn 1:, apes of the *Corpsde guard, to be tranſported & hidden on'the other ſide of 
orthatwere Rhene, and thatnews ſhould bereported unto him after dinner in moſt tumul- 
pr _ and thous manner , That the enemy was come: which done, he made what haſte hee 
: could, and together with ſome ofhis friendsand part ofthe Pretorian horſe+ 
men he entredthe next wood: where after he had cut off the heads of trees and 
adorncd their bodies in manner of Tropes , hee returned intothe Campe by 
torch-lighe. As for thoſe uerily who followed him not in this ſervice; he re- 
proved and checked them for theirtimorouſneſle and cowardiſe: But his com- 
panions and partners inthis douty uiftorie , he rewarded with anew kind and 
as ſtrange a name of Corsnets: which being garniſhed and ſetout with the ex+ 
preſſe forme of Sunne, cMoont,and Stars he called (4) Exploratorias. Againe, 
#By his means, WIEN 2s certaine hoſtages were had * away perforce out of the Grammer 
: ſchoole, andJprivily ſent before, he ſuddenly left his ſupper, and with his men 
ofarmes purſued them as runawaies,and beeing overtaken and caught againe 
he brought them backe as priſoners bound in chaines ; ſhewing himſclfeeven 
in this enterlude alſo, beyond all meaſureinſolent and intemperate. Now af- 
terhe was comebacke to ſupper, thoſe who brought him word thatthe bar» 
tailes were rallied and come forward in ſafetie, hee exhorred ro fir downe to 
meate armedas they were intheirCorſelets : yea and aduerriſed then our of 
that moſt vulgarVerſcof Vino 1r, Durarent, Secundiſque rebur ſe ſerns-

Moreover, amidtheſe affaircs, he rebuked molt ſharply in a proclamation,the 
Senateand peopleboth, in their abſence: For that whiles C'z's a x fought but- 
gailes and was expoſed to ſo many perils,they ould ſo unſeaſonablycelebratefeaſtes, 
haunt alſo the Cirque, The Theatres , and their retyrmg places of ſolace and ples

therfiſh-ſhels, and therewith to fill their headpeeces and laps; tearming them 
the ſpoiles of the Ocean, dve tathe Capitol, and the Palatiurn. In token ito and 
memoriall of this brave uiQoric, he raiſed an excecdinghighkturrer., out of 
whichas froma warch-towre, there might ſhineall night long lights and fires

nicrsa peece; asit thereby hee had ſurmounted all former precedents of libe- # As ifwith _

Turning his minde after this to the care ofhis Triumph, hee ſcleRed and 
ſet apart for the pompe (over and above the Captives and runnagate Barba- 
rians) thetalleſt men of Stature alſo rhat were to be found in Gaule : and cve- 
ric one that (as hee ſaide himſclfe) was axtiethriambentos, that is, worthy to be 
ſeenc in a Trizmph,yea and ſome of the Nobles and principall perſons of that 
Nation : Whom hee compelled not onely to colour the haire of their heads 
yellow like burniſhed gold, and to weare the ſame long: but alſo to learne 
the Germaines language, andto beare barbarous names. He gave commaun- 
dement alſo; thatthe Gallies withthree rankes ofOares, wherein hee had em- 
barqued and entredthe Ocean, ſhould bee convaied to Rome, a great part of 
the way by land. Hee wrote likewiſe unto his procuratours and Officers, 7s 
provide the furniture of his triumph, with a: litile coſt as mig b1t be: but yet the ſame in 
45 ample manner 45 never before was the like, ſeeing they had both might and right to 
ſeize all mens goods into their hands,

Before his departure out of that Province, hee intended the exceution of ay 
horrible and abhominable deſignement ; even to putto ſwordthoſc Legions, 
which long a goe upon the deceaſe of AuGusTtus, had madea commoti- 
on: becauſe, forſooth, they had beſet both his father Gzxnantcus their 
Capraine, and himſelfe alſo, then an Infant. And being hardly and with much 
a-doe reclaimed from ſuch a raſh and inconſiderate protec, yet could hee by 
yo meanes be ſtayed : but ſtifly perſiſtedin a full mindeand willto *tichthem, 
When hee had ſummoned them therefore toa publique aſſembly, unarmed, Z nn 
and without their ſwords which they had put off and beſtowed heere andthere, ot them: 
he environed them with his Cavallerie all armed . But ſecing once, that many 
ofthem ſuſpeing where-about he wenr, ſlipped away in ſundry places for to 
me their weapons if any violence were offred, himſelfe abandonedthe af- 

bly and fled, taking his dire& way immediatly to the Citie of Rowe; diver- 

ting all his bitterneſſe and crueltie upon the Senate: Whom, (ro avert from 
bimſelfe the odious rumours of ſo great and ſhamefull villanies) hee openly 
threatned; complaining among other martersthat he was by them defrauded 
and put by his juſt and due triumph : whereas, himſelfe but alictle before, had 
intimatca and denounced upon paine of death, that they ſhould not make nor 
meddle in any matter abouthis honours. ;

Being encountred therefore and met upon the way by Embaſſadours from 
that moſt honourable* Order,entreating himto make ſpeed: with a moſt loud | 
voice, Come 7will. quoth he, I will come,1 ſay and this with me heere, beating oft hy: 
won the ſwords * hilt which he ware by his fide, He made it knownealſo by an *o0r uk .. , 
EdiQ,That he returned in deede, but it was to them alone who wiſhedit, namely, The 
degree of Gentlemen and the comon people. For himſelfe would be no lenger «Citizen 
#7 Prince to the Senate, He commaunded moreover, That wot one of the yrs 
9 wid 
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ſhould weete bim , Andthus, cither omitting quite or purting®of his triumph, 
heeentredthe Citie riding ovant, upon his very birth-day : and within foure 

moneths after came to his end, having attempred and done notable outrages 

and very great villanies, bur plotting ſtill and praRtifing much greater. For hee 

had purpoſed toremove his imperiall Court to Antium, and afterwards to 4- 

+O Alex-n+ [exandria : but having maſſacred firſt the moſt choiſe and chiefe perſons of 
wee 475, both*degrees, Andthat no man may ſeeme ro doubr'heercof, there were in 
#uſcriptr. his ſecret Cabiner found two bookes bearing divers titles . The one hadfor 
. ons omg * theInſcription Gladiss 4. the ſword: the other, Pugio, that is to ſay, the dagger, 
They contained both of them the markes and names of ſuch as were appoin. 

red to death . There was found beſides, a bigge cheſt full of divers and ſundry

Of Stature hee was verytall , pale and wan-coloured: of body groſſe and 
without all good making : his necke and ſhanks exceeding ſlender : his eyes 
ſunke in his head, and his temples hollow, his forchead broad, andthe ſame 
furrowed and frowning : the haire of his head growing thinne, and none at all 
abour his crowne : inall parts elſe hatric he was and ſhagged . It was therefore 
taken for an hainous and capitall offence, cither ro looke upon him as he paſ- 
ſed by fromanhigher place, or once but to name a Goate upon any occaſion 
wharſocver* His face and viſage being naturally ſterne and yur hee made of 
puspoſe more crabbed and hideous: compoſing and drefling it ata looking- 
glaſſe,all manner of waics to ſceme more terrible and to ſtrike greater feare. 
Hewas neither healthfull in body nor ſtoode ſound in minde ; Being a child, 
much troubled with the falling fickneſle . In his youth, paticntof labour and * 
travaile ; yetſo, asthateverand anone upon a ſuddaine fainting that came up- 
pon him, he was ſcarce ableto goe, to ſtand, to ariſe, to recover himſelfe and 
; to beare up his head . The infirmitie of his minde, both himſelfe perceived, 
— and oftentimes alſo was minded to goe aſtde(unto* Awticyra),there to purge 
llebor,apur- his brainethroughly. Itis for certaine thought, that poyſoned he was with a 
garue mecte Potion given unto him by his wife Cz $0 1a: Whichin decde wasa love 
diftrateg * medicine, but ſuch an one, as crackthis witsandenraged him. He was trou- 
perſons. 8 bledmoſtof all with * want of fleepe; For, heſleptnor abovethree houresin 
>7mms  Anight: andinthoſe verily hee tookeno quiet repoſe, bur fearefull; and ska- 
red with ſtrange illuſions and fanraſticall imaginations: as who among the 
reſt, dreamed upon atime that hee ſaw the very formeand reſemblance of the 
ſcatalking with him . And htereupon for a great part of the night, what with 
tedious wakefulneſle and wearineſle of lying , one while fitting up in his bed, 
another while roaming and wandering too and fro in his Galleries (which 
were of an exceeding length) hee was wontto call upon andlooke ſtill for the 
day-light.

I ſhouldnor doe amiſſe, if untothis mindes ſickneſle of his I attributed 
*Orperſon the vices which in one and the ſame * ſubic& were of a moſt different na- 
ture : to wit, exceſſive confidence, andcontrariwiſe, overmuch fearefulneſle, 
Forz 
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For, hee that ſet ſolight by the Gods and deſpiſed them as hee did, yer at the 
leaſt (a) thunder and lightning, uſed to winkecloſe with both eyes, ro enwrap 
alſo and cover his whole ry - burifthe ſame were greater and ſomewhat ex- 
travrdinaric, to ſtart outof his bed, to creepe and hide himſelte under the bed- 
ſteede. During his peregrination verily and travaile through $S:cilie , atterhee 
had made bur a ſcorne and mockerie at the miracles and ſtrange ſights in ma- 
nic parts there, he fled ſuddainly by night from Meſ/ana , as attrighted with the 
ſmoake and rumbling noiſe of the top of Hetns. And hee that againſt the Bar- 
barians was ſo full of threats and menaces, when agþeyond the riverRhene he 
rodein a Germaines Chariot betweene the Streights, andthe Armic mar- 
chedin thicke ſquadrons together: by occaſion onely that one faide, There 
would be no ſmall trouble and burliburly , in caſe the encmie from any place ap- 
peared inſight: forth-with heemaunted on horſebacke and turned haſtily to 
the bridges : but finding them full of Camp-ſlaves and cariages wherewith 
they were * choaked as one impatient of any delay, he was from hand to hand 
andover mens heads conveicd to rhe other {ide of the water . Soone after 
likewiſe, hearing of the revolt and rebellion of Germanie, hee provided to 
flic; and for the better meancs of flight, prepared and rigged ſhippes : re- 
ſting and ſtaying himſclfe upon this onely comfort; Thathee ſhould yer have 
Provinces beyond ſea remaining for him, in caſe the Conquerours following 
thetraine of their vicorie , either ſeized the Hill rops ofthe Alpes (as ſome» 
times the Cimbrians), or poſleſſed themſclves of the very Citic of Rome, as 
the Senones in times paſt did . HeercuponlI verily beleevethatthe murderers 
of him afterwards deviſed this ſhift, namely ro.hold up his Souldiours with a 
loude lie when they were inan uprore, and to beare them in hand that hee 
laide violent hands on himſelfe, affrighted atrhe fearcfull newes of the field 
loft. 
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As forhis apparrell, his ſhooes and other habire, hee wore them neither 
after his owne Country-guiſe, nor in acivile faſhion, nonor ſo muchas in 
manlike manner, nor yet alwaics , I may tell you, ſorting withrhe ſtare and 
. condition of a mortail wight . Becing clad oftentimes incloakes of negdle- 
worke and embroidred with divers colours, and the ſame ſet out with pretious 
ſtones: in a coatealſo withlong ſleeves : and wearing bracelets withall, hee 
wouldeome abroade into the Citic , Sometime you ſhould ſee him in his | 
filkes, and veiled all over in alooſe mantle of fine * Sendall with atraine: one *Lawne or 
while goinginGreekiſh *{lippers, or elſc in buskins: otherwhiles in afimple © — Ng 
paireof broges or high ſhooes, ſuch as common Souldiours emploicd inc- 
{pialluſed. Now and then alſo was he ſeene ſhod with womens * pumps. But *Or pinſons: 
orthe moſt part heſhewed himſelfe abroade with a golden (a) beard carying 
in his handcither a (b) thunderbolt or athree-tined (c) mace , orelſea warder + With three 
or rodcalled (4) Caducens (the enſfignesall and ornaments ofthe Gods) yea and == like as 
inthe attire andarray of V xx us. Now, forhistriumphall robes and enſignes © 
hee uſed verily to weare and bearethem continually , even before any warlike 
expedition - andſ{omerimethe cuirace withall of K Arzxanven thegreat, 
ferchrout of hs —_ and monument. 
Ofallthcliberall Sciences, hee gave WO laſt to deepe ——_—_— 53 
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ſoundlearning: but moſt, tocloquence: * albeithe was (by nature) faire-ſpo- 
ken and ofa ready tongue. Certesif ithad beeneto pleade and declame againſt 
one, were he angred once, he had both words and ſentences at will. His a&Qi- 
on, geſture and voice alſo ſerved him well: in ſo much as for very heate and 
carneſineſſe of ſpeech, uneth was he ableto ſtand his ground and keepe ſtillin 
one place, yermighthee bee heard nothleſlc of them thar ſtoode a farre off, 
Vhen he was aboutto make an Oration, his manner was to threaten in theſe 
cermes, Namely, That ke would draw forth and let drive at his adverſarie the keene 
weapon and dart of his night-ſiudie by candle light; conternning the milder and 
more piked kinde of writing ſo farre forth, as that hee ſaidof Sunz ca, a wri- 
ter inthoſe daies moſt accepted , That hrs compoſutions which he made were plaine 
exerciſes to bee ſhewed onely : and was wo better himſelfe , than ſand without lime, 
His wont was alſo, to anſwere by writing the Orations of thoſe Oratours who 
hadpleaded well and with applauſe: to meditate and deviſe as well accuſari- 
ons anddefences of great perſons and waighty matters inthe Senate ; and ac- 


cording as his ſtile framed, cither to over-charge and depreſle, or to caſe and

relieve every man with his ſentence : having called thither by yertuc of his E- 

diQs, the degree alſo of Gentlemen to heare him ſpeake. | 
The Arts moreover and maiſtcries of other kinds hee praftiſed right ſtudi- 
ouſly, even thoſe of moſt differentnature. A profeſſed * Sword-fencer he was 
anda good Chariotier : A ſinger withall and adauncer . Fight hee would 
even incarneſt with weapons atſharpe : and runnearace with chariots in the 
open Cirque,which he builtin many places. As for chaunting and dauncing, 
he was ſo hotly ſet thereupon , that hee could not forbeare ſo much as inthe 
publick Theaters and Shew-places ,-butthat hee would both fall a ſinging * 
with the Tragzdian as he pronounced, and alſo counterfaite and openly imi- 
tate the geſture of the * player, as it were by way of praiſe or corretion. And 
verily, forno other cauſe proclaimed hee (as it is thought) a wake or Yigile all 
nightlong, that very day on which hee was murdred, bur that by taking the 
opportunity of the nights licentiouſneſſe, he might therewith begin to enter 
uponthe Stage. And divers times daunced he by night: But once above the 
reſt, having raiſed out of their beds three honourable perſons that had beene 
Conſuls, and ſentfor them atthe relicte of the ſecond watch into the Palace; 
whiles they were much afraid and doubted ſome extremity he cauſed them to 
be placed aloft upon a ſcaffold, and then ſuddainly with a great noiſe of hant- 
bors and ſound of ſhawlmes or Cimbals, out commeth he leaping forth with 
a palle and caſſocke reaching downeto his ankles ; and after hee had daunced 
outthe meaſures to a ſong, vaniſhed & went his way againe.' Now,this man ſo 
apt a ſchollar as hee was to learneall other feates, had no skill atall in * fwim- 
ming. 
55 Looke, whom hetooke a love and liking unto, he favoured them allex- 
cecdingly and beyond all reaſon; Mnzs Tz « the famous *Pantomriun he 
afftcQed ſo much, asthathe baſhed notto kifſe him evenin the open Theater; 
andif any man whiles * he was dauncing or aQtinga part, made never ſo little 
noiſe andinterrupted him, hee commaundedthe party to be pulled out of his 
place, and with his owne handſcourged him. AGentleman off Remre chaun- 
ced to keepe ſome ſturre whiles the ſaidMn us 73s was upon the Stage: unto 
him 
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the workmenabour it, icttheir Engines and Vices flip andſo ranne all away. 

And ſtraight-waies came there one in place wholc name alſo was Cass:1us, 

thatavouched, he had warning and communndement in a dreame to ſacrifice « Bull 
wntoluriran. The(s)Capitolin Capua upon the Ides of March was ſmitten 

with lightning . Likewiſe at Rowe the Porters lodge belonging tothe Princes 

Palace. Andthere wanted not ſome who gave their conieQure ; that by the 

one Prodigie was portended danger tothe Maſter ofthe houſe from his Guard 

and the Squires of his perſon: by the other ſome notable murder againe, ſuch 

as in times paſt had beene committed upon (b) the ſame day. Alſo,S uri athe 

Aftrologer, when C a11us asked his counſcll and opinion,as touching the Ho- 

roſcope of his Nativitie, told him plaine, That wo/? certaine and inevitable death 

proachedneere at hand, Semblably the Oracle at Antivm, gave him a cavear, 

tobewarcofCass1us, For whichvery cauſe, hee hadtaken order and given

Then preſently turning and bending his minde to 
the duties of pietic and kindnellce, hee rooke up no torme of oath, either with 
moredeyout religion or oftener, than bythe name of AuG us Tus. He gave 
order, that for his Grandmother Lv 1 a, there ſhould by Decree be graunted 
Divine honours; as allo in the ſtately pompe of the Cirque Solemnities , a 
Chariot drawne with Elephants, like unto that of Aus us rus: Semblably, 
for the ſoules ofhis owne parents departed, publickNirges andFunerall feaſts: 
and morethan ſo, particularly in the honour of his father Cirque-Plaies and - 
games every yeere upon his birth day: and in memoriall ofhis mother,a coach 
to be lcd and drawne along through the Cirque: and the ſurname of Aus u- 
ST A, Which by his Grandmother was refuſed . In remembrance of his * bro- 
ther (to celebrate whoſe memoriall hee omitted no occaſion) hee exhibired a 
Grecke Comzdie at the ſolemne Games held in NV ap/es: Where, by ſentence 
ofthe Vmpiers and [udges he received acoronet therefore. Hee ſuffered not 
ſo much as M. Antowrus to paſſe unhonoured, nor without a thankfull 
mention and remembrance: proteſting one time, andthat by an Edit, That 
fo much the more earneſt he was , 10 have men celebrate the Birth day of bis father 
Dxusus, becauſe upon the ſame day, his Grandfather Ant 0x11 58 alſowa; borne, 
The Marble Arch, decrecd verily in times paſt by the Senate to be erected for 
4HisValde, T'12mR1us*neereuntothe Theater of Þ o up B1us, butforlet, hee tiniſhed, 
And albeit hee abrogated andrepecaledallthe Ads of C aus, yer the day of 
hisdeath, although it were the beginning ofhis Empire, he forbad to beregj-. 
ſtred among feaſts inthe Kalendar, 

. But in honouring himſelfe he was ſparie, and caricd a civile modeſtie. The 
*Orſolemnity fore-name of Emperourhe forbare : exceſſive honours hee refuſed: the * E- 
ofupriallcon- ſpouſals of his owne daughter, the birth-day alſo of his Nephew herſonne, he 
"_ paſſedover in filence, onely celebrating it with ſome private ceremonie and 

religious complements within houſe. He reſtoredno baniſhed perſon, but by 
the authority and warrant of the Senate . That hee might bring with him in- 
*Coloncls, to the Curis, the Capitaine of the Guard and * Tribunes of the Souldiours : 
Item , that thoſe Aces might bee ratified and ſtand in force , which his 
Procuratours had ſet downe in iudging of cauſes, hec obrainedby intreatie.

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He made ſuite unto the Conſuls for a licence, to hold Faires and Markets, for 
his owne private Manorsand Lands. In Commiſſons and Examinations of 
cauſes held by the Magiſtrates, he would oftentimes be perſonally preſent and 
ſit as one ofthe Commiſſioners, Tothe ſame Magiſtrates, when they cxhibi- 
ted any Plaies or Games, himſelfe allo with the reſt of the multitude would a- 
riſe up, arid both with * hand and * voice doe them honour . VVhen'the Tri- + By applauſe 
bunes of the Commons repaired unto him before the Front ofhis Tribunall, 229 *<clama: 
he excuſed himſelfeuntothem, fortharby reaſon of ſtraight roome hee could r 
- not give audience unto them otherwiſe than ſtanding upon their feete. There- 
fore, within a ſmall time hee purchaſed ſo much love and favour, as that when 
newes came (to Rome) that. forlaied-and{laine hee was in his iourney to Otis, 
the people ina greattumult and uprore, fellto banning andcurſing both the 
Souldiours as T raitours, and the Senate alſo as Paricides : neither ceaſed they 
thus to force againſt them,untill firſt one meſlenger,andthen another,yea and 
ſoone after many more were produced by the Magiſtrates rothepublick R 0- 
$TR A,Who aſſured them that he was alive and approached homeward.

Yet coptinued hce not for all this a every way from the danger of ſe- 
cret practiſes and wait-laying : but aſſailed hee was as well by private perſons, 
as whole faions and conſpiracies, yea and ſoretroubled inthe end with civill 
warres. For there was a man, one of the Commons, taken about midnight 
neere unto his bed-chamber with a dagger. Foungthere were likewiſe twaine 
of the Gentlemens degree, inthe open ſtreete with aſtaffe having * a blade in *Some cal this 
it, anda Hunters wood knife waiting for him: the one to aſſault his perſon *'*%%* talks 
when he was gone forth of the Theater: the other as hee ſacrificedatthetem- 
ple of Marys, Now there hadconfpired to make an infurreQionand to alterthe 
State, Gattus As1n1us and STaTILIus Corvinus, the Nephewes 
ofPo1tt1o and Mx55At Lathe Oratours, taking unto them for their Com» 
plices many ofhis owne freed-men and ſervants, As for civile warre , kindled 
it was and begun by Fux1us Camitius ScrrBonianus, Licutenant 
generall of Da/matia: but within five daies quenchedcleane and ſupprefled; by 
reaſon thatthe Legions, which had chaunged their oath ofalleageance, in re- 
morce ofconſcience and touch of religion repented; after thatupon ſignifica- 
tion given of a iourney to their new Generall, ncitherthe * Zagles could bee * P S_—_ 
dightandtrimmed,nor the militaric enfignes plucked up andremoved,

; Tohisfirſt Conſulſhip he bare foure more : of which,the two former ioint- Av:C: 794 
lie and immediatly one after another: the reſt enſuing, with ſome time be- 795 
rweene, to wit,cach one in the fourth yeere : and as forthe third, hee hadno tog - 
precedentfor it in any other Prince, as being ſubſtituted inthe voideplaceofa 
Conſulldeccaſed. A preciſe Iuſticer he was, miniſtring Iuſtice, both when hee 
was Conſull, andalſo being out of that Office, moſt painfully; even upon the 
ſolemnedaics inſtituted for him and his : yea, and otherwhiles upon the aunci- 
ent feſtivall daics and ſuch as werercligious. He followednot alwaiesthe pre- 
ſcript rule of lawes) moderating cither the rigour or the lenity of penaltics, by 
equity & reaſon,according as he ſtood affetedto acauſe: for,both unto thoſe

Moreover, in the examination, triall, and deciding of controverſies, he was _ 
wonderous variable: one while circumſpeR,wary,and of great inſight: other. 
whiles as raſh and inconſiderate: now andthen allo fooliſh, vaine, andlike to 
one Withour all reaſon « When heereviewed upon a time the Decuries of Lud. 
ges, andpur whom heethought good from their Iuriſdition: one of them, 
who had anſwered to his name, and corcealed the immunity and priviledge 
*Andherfore, that he-had by the benefit of children, hedifcharged quite, as a man deſirous * - 
embious. robe aludge . Another of them being moleſted and called into queſtion by 
his adverſaries before him, as touching a matter betweene him and them, and 
pleading withal! for himſelfe, That it was a caſe to be tried not extraordinarily 
(by C = 5 ax) butby the common courſe of Law, and in an ordinary Court of 
deputed Iudges: he compelled immediarly to handle & decide his owne cauſe 
7 before him: as who in his proper buſinefſe ſhould give proofe how indifferent 
aludge he would be heereafter inthe matter of another. There was a woman 
that wouldnot acknowledge her owne ſanne . Now, when by evidences and 
arguments alleadged proet contraon both ſides; the queſtion reſted in cquall

cried out upon a forger of writings, and required , That both his hands might be 
cut off; Hee made no mare a-doe, butforthwith called inſtantly, rothave the 
hangman ſent for, with his chopping knife and butchers block, to dothe deed, 
There hapned oneto be called iudicially to the barre , For that being a forainer 
he bare himſelfe 4s 4 Romaine Citizen:and when the advocates of both ſides grew 
| toſomelittle variance about this circumſtance, namely, Whether the party De- 
% As a Citizen fendant ous ht to make his anſwere and plead his owne cauſe in agowne* or a* cloake? 
ome, . . hethen, asifhee would make exceeding ſhew of pure and uncorruptequitie, 
*haoran= commaunded him toſhift and change his habite often inthe place, according 
as he was cither accuſed or defended .' Moreover , fitting in 1udgement to de- 
cidea certaine controverſie, VVhen he had heard what could be ſaid, hee pro» 
nounced ſentence out ofa writtentable, as it is verily thought; to this fed, 
That hee indgedon their ſide, who bad alleadged the truth . For which prankes hee 
became bale and contemptible, inſo much as every where, andopenly he was 
zOr deponcne deſpiſed, One, tocxcuſea * witneſle, whom C x x an * had called for out of 
* Claudius. a Province, alleadgedin his behalfe, and ſaid , Hee could not poſuibly come in time 
and be preſent, diſsimuling the cauſe thereof a great while + at length, after ma- 
nic long demaunds, what the reaſon might be > Why, quoth hee, the man is dead 
at PFTEO LI, Another when hee gave him thankes, for ſuffering a per- 
ſon accuſed to have the benefite of a triall and to bee defended ,, added 
more-over theſe wordes , CAnd yet this is an nſuall and ordinavie thing.

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Furthermore, I my ſelf have heard olde folke ſay, That theſe Lawyers and 


Barriſters were wont to abuſe his patience ſo much, that as hee was going 
downefrom the* Tribunail, they would not onely call upon him to come *Or iudges 
backe againe, butalſo take hold of his gowne lapper and kirt, yea and other- "i 
while catch himfaſt by the foote, and ſo ho!d him ſtill with them. And that 

no man need to mervaile heereat, there was one of theſe Greeke Lawyers, who 
pleading before him, hapnedin carneſtaltercationto ler fall theſe words,

for certaine knowne,that a Gentleman of Reme,accuſed before him for his ob- 
ſcenefilthineſſe and unnaturall abuſe of women, (a'though untruly) as having 

an endirement framed againſt him by his enemies that were mighty: when he 

ſaw common ſtrumpers cited andtheir depoſitions heard againſt him, flung his 
writing ſtcele and the bookes which he hadin his hand, with great ubraiding 

of him alſo for his fooliſhneſle and cruclty, evenathis very face, fo as he rip- 

pled and hurt therewith his cheeke not alittle, 

He bare alſothe Cenſureſhip: an office thata long rime had beenediſcon» 16. 
tinued, afterPaurusandPLrancus the Cenſours: bur even this very place A,V,C, 800 
he held with an uneven hand and as variable a minde, as the event and ſucceſſe *** 
enſuing. In the review taken of Ro:naine Gentlemen, hee diſmiſſed without 
ſhame anddifgrace,ayoung man charged with many infamous villanies,how- 
beit one whom: his owne father teſtified upon his knowledge and triallto bee 
right honeſt: ſaying withall, That he had a Cenſor of his owne. To another youth, 
who was in a very bad name for ſpoiling ofmaidens, and adulterics commit- 
ted with wives,he did no more bur give warning, Either more ſparily toſpend him 
ſeife in theſe young ang tender yeeres of bis , or elſe more warily at leaſt-wiſe, togoe to 
worke : adding thus much beſide, For why knew 7, quoth hee, what wench thou 
keepeſt? And when upon the intreaty of his familiar friends he had taken ofthe 
infamous note which was ſetupon the name of one, Well, quoth he, /e#the blot »,,,..0 
yer remaine ſlilltobe ſeene , An honourable man and aprincipall perſonage of :«e+ Some 
theProvince Greece, howbeit ignorantin the Latine tongue, he not onely ra- _— "" 
ſed out of the ranke &roll of Tudges, buralfo deprived of his freedom in Rowe, maineth : mean. 
and made him a meerealicn, Neither ſuftred he any man to render an account ving the filthi- 
of his life, otherwiſe than with his owne mouth, as well as every one was able, ** feta 
and withouta patrone to ſpeake tor him. Hee noted many with diſgrace, and 
ſome of them wirhout their knowledge,as miſtruſting no ſuch thing : yea, and 
for a water that hadno precedent, namely, becauſe without his privity and a 
paſport obtainedthey wentforth of /taly: onealſo among the reſt, forthat in 
the Province he accompanied a King in histraine: alledging for example, Thar 
in his Aunceſtours daies Ravirius PosTumus for following of K. Pr 0- 
LOMZUusinto Alexandriato ſave & recover the monic whichhe had lent him, 
was accuſed before the Judges, of Treaſontothe State , Having afiaied to pur 
many more to rebuke with great impuration of the Inquiſicours negligence,

Heeplaiedatdice moſt earneſily (concer- 
ning the Artand kill whercot, he publiſhed alſoa little booke) being wontro 
plie that game cven whiles hee was caricd up and downe, having his Carroch 
_ Dice-bourd fo fitted, as there might be no confuſion nor ſhuffling atall in 
nay. | 
, Thatcruell he was and givento bloudſhed naturally, appeared'in greatand 
very ſmall matters. As for tortures uſed in exarhinations,and the puniſhments 
that («) Parricipss ſuffred, hee exhibited and exaQedthe ſame to be done 
Without delay, and openly in his owne preſence. Being deſirous upon atime 
to behold an'cxecution performed after the auncient manner at Tibur , When 
as; (the malefattours ſtanding bound already to a ſtake), there wanted the but- 
cherly executioner to doe the feat; he ſtaiedthereſtill inthe place, and waited 
untill evening, for one thatwas ſent for out of Rome , Atall Swordfights, whe» 
ther they wereſer forth by himſclfe, or by others, he commaundedas many of 
the Champions as chaunced onely but to ſtumble and fall therewith , to haye 
theirthroats cut: cſpecialiy the Fencers called* Retiary ;.and why! becauſe

perſon, unleſſe the bed- chamber where the party lay, were firit ſearched; the 
beds, bolſters, pillowes, Coverlers and other cloathes were groped, felt, and 
rhroughly ſhaken before hand . Allche time atrer, hee appointedevermore 
certaine ſearchers forthem all, thatcame to ſalute him, ſparing not one; and 
ſuch ſearchers as were moſt crucll. For, long ic was firſt,and that with much a. 
doe, ere hee grauntedthat women , young boyes in their embroidredcoates, 
and maidens, ſhould nor bee handled and felt in rhis manner: that any mans 
Attendants likewiſc or Clerks mightnort have theirPenſheathes and Penknife. 
caſes (a)taken fromthem. Ina civile commotion, when Qaniiius, (ma- 
king no doubt but that without any warre at all hee might be rerrified) willed 
himin acontumelious, menacing, and malapertletter, to reſigne up the Em- 
pire, andto leade aquictlife inpriyate eſtate, hee called his Nobles and chiefe 
perſonagesabouthim, to counſcll,and put to queſtion, whetherit were beſt to 
hearken unto himor no ?

Acthe headlefle report and flying newes of ſome treaſon that ſhould bee 
practiſed againſt him, he was ſo affrighted, thathee went about to lay downe 
his Imperiall dignity . By occaſion, that one (as I related before) was taken 
with a weapon upon him, about his perſonas hee ſacrificed, inall haſt heſent 
outthe Bedels and calledthe Senate together : before whom, with teares and 
loude our-cries hee bewailed his owne piteous caſe, as whono where could 
make account of any ſafety : and thereupon foralong time forbare tocome 
abroad. His affeionatelovealſoroM 55a rrna, moſt fervent thoughit 
were he renounced and caſtcleane from her, notſo much for any indignity of 
the diſhonourable wrongs ſhe offred unto him, as upon very feare ofdaunger; 
asfully perſwaded that (hce praRtiſed to bring the Empire into S111us the A- 
dulterers hands. At which time in a great frighthe fled in ſhamefull mannerto 
., thecamp,asking and enquiringall the way aothing elfe, but whether the Em- 
pirc remained till ſafe to his behoofe ? |

There aroſe no ſuſpition, there Ml forthno Author ſo light and vaine, 
but gave hima boneto gnaw upon, and putno ſmall toyes in his head : wher- 
by he was forced to beware and ſecke revenge.

With no leſle diligence ſtudied hee the Greekedilciplines , profeſſing 
as any occaſion was offered, his afteRionare love to thatrongue, andthe 
excellency thercof.

erage; : with a pompe and gallantſhewe ofthe *reſt before him , together

—_ - ——_— of ſonge or fabulous argment, hee had wonne : not without a traine alſo of 
Pert'Y* (8) Applanders following his Chariot, after the manner ofthoſethar ride 
ovant in petie Triumph ſetting up a note, and crying with alowde voice, 
Thatthey were Aucusrtrans, andthe ſouldiers of his triumph .: From 
thence he rode forward, and having throwen downethe Arch ofthe greateſt 
Cirque,hepaſſcd on through the Yelabrum & market place, up to the Palatium 
and fo to the templeof Aeorro. To dohim honorall the way as he went, 
were beaſts killed for ſacrifice ,and ſaffron eftſoones ſtrewed along the ſtreets, 
Birdes wereletflie, ribbands alſo and tabels yeaand ſweete banketting jun- 
kets caſt among.

Nobleſt perſonages in the Citie, And verily, ſomuchthe rather,and, as it were, 
upon juſt cauſe, by reaſon oftwo conſpiracies by him publiſhed & divulgeda- 
' broad : ofwhich,theformer&thegreater, bearing thename of *P15 o, was 
Kor rt plotted and deteedat Rome: the latter going under the name of *V 1x1c1us 
*Andhis adhe- At Benevent#, The conſpiratours had their triall,and pleaded bound with three- 
———— fold chaines : and as ſome ofthem confeſſed the ation of their owne accord,

ms in their meſluages (within the Citie)would not once lay hand on them th* waar wk 
but let them alone : yea & certcin garners and ſtore houſes about his golden *'* TT 
Aedifice(for tharthe plot of ground on which they were fituate,his mind ſtood 
moſt unto), were by war-cngins forcibly ſhake,throwe down & fired,by reaſon 
they were built with ſtone wals.

For, when his Provoſts had promiſed and pronounced unto them, (what time 
they ſware alleageanceuntohim), a greater Donative than uſually had beene gj- 
ven, hee would not make good and ratific the ſame ; but eft-ſoones gave it out, 
That his manner had ever beene tochooſe and not buy his Souldieurs . And as, upon 
that occaſion verily hee angered all his Souldiours whereſoever : ſo, the Pretori- 
ans and thoſe of his guard he provoked moreover with feare,, and netled with of- 
fringthemindignities; namely, by removing and diſplacing moſt of them one 
after atiother, as ſulpeked i , and the adhzrents of N Yen rpius. But 
the forces of higher Germanie grumbled aud fumed moſt of all, for being defrau- 
dedof their rewards for ſervice performed againſt the French and Yindex . They 
werethe firſt cherefore that durſt breake out into open dilobedience:' and upon the 
Newyeecres day refuſed to take an oath and binde themſelves in alleageance unto 
any other thanthe Senate of Rowe, They intended alſo to diſpatch forthwith an 
- Embaſſhe untothe Pretorian guard, with theſe advertiſements and meſſages from 
them, Namely, That they were diſpleaſed with an Emperour made in Spaine: and 
therefore themſelves ſhould clect one, whom all the Armies in Generali might allow 
and approve. |

No ſooner heard he this newes, but ſuppoſing that hee was become contemp- 
tible, notſo much for his elde age, as hyschildleſſe eſtate; hee preſently out of the 
thick throng and middle mulcitudethat came to ſalute him, caughthold ofP1 s 0 
FxucrL1cintanys,anobleyoung Gentleman and of excellent parts; one 
whom in times paſt he had maderight greatgccount of, and * alwaies in his will 
remembred as Inheritour to ſucceedein his goods and name: Himhenow called 
Sonne, him he preſented unto the Pretorian Campe; and there before a publick 
aſſembly, adopted. But ofthe fore-ſaide DNonative nota word allthis while, no 
notatthat verytime. VWhereby heminiſtred unto M,S ar vius Oruo beer 
occaſion and readier mcanes to accompliſh hisencterpriles within ſixc daics after 

this Adoption, | 
Many 
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Manie prodigious ſights and thoſe preſented continuallie even from the 
veric firſt beginning , had portended unto him fecha end as enſued, When 
all the way as hee iourneyed, beaſts were ſacrificed to doe him honour in eve- 
ric towne on both ſides, irchaunced that a Bull aftonied with the ſtroke of the 
Butchers axe, brake the bond wherewith hee ſtoode tied and ranne full upon his 
Chariot ; and riſing upwith his (fore) feere, all robe ſprein& and drenched it with 
bloud. As he alightour of it. one ofthe guard and Penſioners about him , with 
ctherhruſting of the throng had like with his ſpeare to have wounded him, As he 
entred alſo the Citie of Rowe ando paſſed forward up to the Palatium ; hee was 
welcomed with an Earthquake , andacerraine noiſe reſembling the lowing ofa 
beaſt . Bucthere followed after theſe, greater Prodigics ſtill and more fearctull, 
He had felefed and layed by it ſelfe out of all his Treaſure, aicwell ferthick with 
arle and pretious ſtones, for to beautific and adorne his Goddeſle Fortune at 
7uſculuz . This Iewell (as if it had beene worthy of a more ſtately and ſacred 
place), all of a ſuddaine hee dedicated to V z x us inthe Capitoll, and the next 
night following he dreamt, that he faw Fortune making her moane andcomplai- 
ning, how ſhee was defrauded of the gift intended and meant unto her: threat- 
ning withall, chat ſhec her (c]fe alſo would rake away whatſheehad given him. 
Now, being affiighted with this viſion , when in greathalt hee was gone apaceto 
Tuſca/um, and had by breake of day ſent certaine before of purpoſe to provide an

Gelbelikewiſe that G A. s a profeſſed plainly , that none were leſſetobe feared than thoſe who 
withthem f* thought of nothing burtheirviRtuals onely, and that his greedy appetite and hun. 
A,V,C.$21 gry belly might bee ſatisfied and filled with the plenteous ſtore that the Province 
didyceld, So that evident it was to every man, that he choſe him in contempt ra- 
ther, tan upon any ſpeciallgrace. This is for certaine knowne, that when he was 
ro goe forth, hewanted proviſion for his journey by the way and for the main- 
tenance of his family was driven to thoſe hard ſhifts and extremities, that muing

And, asa manthat hadnot onely a widethroat of his actriremes 
ownetodeyour much, but alſo as greediea ſtomach to feede both unſeaſonably H#»6+ ae, 
andalſo groſily of what ever came next hand, he couldnotſo much as at anic ſa- 
crifice whenſoever,or in any iourny whereſoever forbeare but amonge the altars 
ſnatch up by and by thefleſh, the parched cornealſoand mealecven from the ve- 
ry hearth,andcate the ſame: yea and at every viQualling houſe by the way (ide,fall 
to viands piping hote,yotreakingand not cooled one tote; and not ſpareſo much 
as meats drefled the day before and halfe caten alrcadie,

diſpleaſcd, before that he had, with his moſtinſolent altercations made him 
in manner contemptible and little better than an ordinaric perſon, Him alſo, 
notwithſtanding he was firſt confined to a place and afterwards commanded 
to bee killed, hee would have given a great deale to have ſaved by all meanes 
poſſible: as who ſent certein of purpoſeto call backe the murderers : and ſaved 
his life hee had, bur thatfalſe word came backe that he was diſpatched alreadie.

The feaſts thathe made were pleaſant meriments, rather than Javiſh and ſumpre. 
ous. Hechoſefor his friends ſuch,as in whom che Emperours alſo his ſucceſſours 
repqſedthemſelves, and whom they uſed eſpecially as neceſſarie members both 
for chem and alſo forthe Common-wealth, As for QueeneBannenices, heſenc 
herquickly away fromthe Citicof Rome; bur full Inath they were both of them 
toparta ſunder , Certaine of his minions. and dearlings whom hee favoured and 
fanſicd moſt , albeitthey were ſuch artificiall Dauncers , that within a while after 
they caried rhe greateſt praiſeand priſe upon the ſtage, he forbarequite nor onely 
to huggle andembrace long together, but robehoid ſomuch as once in any pub- 
lick mceting and aſſembly. From. no Citizen tooke he ought: and from aliens 
goods he abſtained, ifever any did . Nay, he receivednort the very contributions 
oraunred anduſually paied. And yet,bcing inferiour tonone of his predeceſſours 
in munificence, as having dedicated an * Amphitheatre, and built the Baines 
hard-by, with (4) great*expedition, he exhibited a Speftacle of Sword-fencers, 
with all kindes of turnicure thereto belonging in moſt plentifull manner, Hee re» 
preſented alſoanavall fightin the old Vanmachia; In which very place he brought 
forth likewiſe his ſ\word-fcncersto play their riſes: andinthat one day he put our 
to be baited 5000wilde beaſts of all ſorts. 


- Furthermore, being of his owne nature moſt kindeand gracious; whereas by 
a:conſticutionand order that Tiz zx1usbegan, allthe C xs axs his Succeſs 
ſours held not the Benefits graunted by former Princes goodandin force, unlefſe 
they alſothemſelves made new graunts of the ſame againe: hee was the firſt, that 
by vertuc ofone ſole edict, ratitied-and confirmedall that had paſſed beforc: nei 
ther ſuffred he any petition-to be madeumto him for them .. In all other Suirs and 
Requeſts, heeever more held moſt conſtantly mens mindes at this paſſe, that hee 
would ſend none away without hope, And when his Domeſticall Miniſters about 
his perſon, would ſeemetotell him, That he promiſed more than he was able to per» 


forme: What quorth he,rhere ought noman to depart from theſpeech of a Prince, ſad 


aud diſcontented , Calling to minde onetime as he fat at ſupper, Thathe had done 
nothing for any man that day, hee uttered this memorable and praiſe-worthy 
A pophtherme, My friends, 1haveleſt a day, The people eſpecially ingenerall he 
intrearedin all occaſions,wirh(o great courteſie, thathaving propoſed a folemne 
Sword-fight, he made openprofeſſion, thathe would ſeritforth,notto pleaſe him 
ſelfe butto content the beholders . Andverily, even ſo hee did : for, neither de- 
nied he onght to them tharwould call for itz and of his owne accord, willed them 
to'aske whar their mindes ſtoode ro. Moreover, ſhewingplainly, thathee ſtoode 


well affeedto the manner of the Thracian-*ſwordfeneersfightand their Arma- 


ture , hee would mary times even with the reſt of the-people both:in word and 
geſhne (as afavourer of thatkinde) ieſt and wakeſport: yer o, as hee kepr ſtill the
